Dear Sicko and reader,I've been fortun— 
late enough to read the replies to ny 
letter in the last issue of Raising Hell 
and I guess I owe an explanation and an 
apology!

people followed.I live non-violently becaus. 
e I could never hit someone,or involve 
myself in violence towards any other living 
creature because it would be totally 
against my psychological make up.Now that 
may sound all high and mighty,but I am 
honestly not a violent person. 

A lot of people see the idea of a revolut- 
ion as the mass upheaval of society by 
loads of brick throwing anarchists .Thinking; 
the goal is in sight because someone is 
macheted to death.And then after this 


‘wonderful revolution everyone will love 


each other,and those that are bad will "be 
dealt with" (so Class War say).The IRA 
"deal with"who they see as "anti-social" 
elements of Northern Irelands society.Car 
joy-riders, burglars ,muggers etc,are 
punished by being "Knee-capped",in other 
words being shot through both knees with a 
shotgun.Or having breeze-blocks dropped on 
their limbs.And thats for lesser offences. 
Maybe this is what Class War and others en-' 
visage as "street justice". 

Now,I've got nothing against direct forms 
_of resistance,damage against property ett, 
‘particularly the ALF’s excellent work, but 
the change will not. come about through 
massive violence.I'm going to end here 
because I could go on forever,and happily

\WANKA-WSTANKA & THE LUDOJADES,punk Oi folk 
fun band in my opinion.They played great 
jconcert on big stage with few thousands of 
people singing along.Bufet-their singer-is 
probably most fat singer in Europe and he 
jis great dancer too.They have only 2 songs 
dealing with more important topics,the rest 
lis pure fun, but dont you think it could be 
a little boring with "serious" bands only?

RH:I NOTICED YOU DID I.R.A. SOLIDARITY GIGS 
WHAT ARE YOUR OPINIONS OF THE I.R.A. AND 
ABOUT BOMBING “INNOCENT” CIVILIANS ? 
Marcel:Until some years ago I personally 
didn't know shit about N.Ireland except the 
wide spread opinions that it's religious 
fanatics who are killing each other.Since 
then I know it's started some ages ago and 
has developed ever since.I know that the 
catholics have always been discriminated & 
oppressed and a lot of children/women 
innocent the lot have been murdered by the 
protestant and British army,so they had to 
do something about that don't they.I don't 
condone violence,especially hideous cruel 
violence and slaughter like bombing super— 
markets etc.But it has been proven (the 
booksSecret War In Europe,that dealsonly 
with the British army strategy in N.Ireland 
/well worth reading)that a lot of cruel 
bombings on British "subjects"(!!)and sol- 
diers have been orchestrated by the British 
Intelligence themselves!
